A] Trades of Yerchants, # Uintners of the Realm, to the deceipt and 

dammage of His Subjects; and being minded to p2ovide fo2 refozmati- 

on therein, by reducingthe Trade and dealing fo2 wines to the Mer- 

chants and Uintnersof the Kingdome acco2ding to ancient cuſtome 

and right, who the eleventh day of Pune laſt have thereupon aſſented and agreed to anſwer 

His Pajeltie fo:ty ſhillings npon every Tunne of us8ines, which they ſhall impozt oz ſell in 
groſſe,oz by retail : 

Dis Majeltie therefoze intending the regulation of the ſaid Trade of usines, and 'the p:even- 
tion of ſuch mixtures and other frauds andabuſes therein; Js pleaſed (with the advice of His 
P2tvy Connſell)to declare His Royall pleaſure therein,and doth therefoze hereby ſtraitly charge 
and command, that no perſon whatſoever , now uſing, 02 which hereafter ſhall uſe the Trade 
ofa Cooper, ſhall by himſelf, ſervants, o2 any other foz him,ozto his uſe, from hencefo2th uſe 
the Trade of buying oz ſelling of anyſozt of ydines whatſocver within the Realm of England, 
Dominion of Walcs, and Pozt and Town of Barwick, upon pain of H1s Majeſties high diſ- 
pleaſure, and (uch penalties and puniſhments as ſhall be thought meet to be inflicted upon the 
Offenders, foz their contempt of His Mazeſties Royal Commandment herctn. 

And to theend that hereafter none but goodand wholſome v9ines may be uttered and fold 
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within the Realn , His Dazefties picaſuure is, that any two o2 ino2e vi the (wozm Searchers 
of the Company of Uintners of Loadon, o2 any other perſons by them authoaſed under their 
common DSeal,mayenter into the Houſes, Uaults,Cellers,o2 other places of o2 belonging toany 
Merchants, Uintners, o2 other Retailers of wines \vithin the ſatz Realm, and there taſte 
and try any Wines, Which they (hail ſuſpect to be falſified oz unWholſome, and may carry a- 
was ſuch ſmall quantities of the ſaid ſuſpected Wines, as may lerve to2 the triall thereof, 

And whereas alwell the Merchants of London trading to Spain, as the Governour and 
Company of Merchants of London trading to France, and the Company of Uintners of London 
have ſeverally aſſented and agreed toanſwer his Majeſty fourty ſhillings per Tunne, foz all 
{nach Wines of what ſozt ſoever , as they ſhall unpozt and ſell in groſſe o2 by retail; His Maje- 
ſtie therefoze willeth and commandeth all Þ1s Cuſtomers and other Officers in the Pozt of 
London, andthe Members thereof, that no Entries be made, oz w:nes landed, befoze a 2Bill of 
Entrie be ſigned by ſuch as Hts Majeſty hath 02 ſhallappoint to receive the laid duety; And that 
no Merchants, Mariners, o2 other perſons His Majelties naturail bozn Dubjects, Dentzens 
o2 Dtrangers, that ſhall hereafter ſell any Wines in groſſe to Uintners o2 others, ſhall delt- 
ver any ſuch vines ſo ſold, befoze notice thereof be given to 1s Mazeſties Dficer in the ſaid 
Pozt appointed to receive the ſaiddutie, and his Certificate of ſatiſfaction fo2 the ſame. And foz 
luch Wines as any Merchants oz other Pmpozters ſhall fail to give ſuch notice of, His Maje- 
ſties will and pleaſure is, That in ſuch caſe the Merchants oz: Pmpozters themſelves ſhallan- 
\wer andpaythe ſaid fourty ſhillings per Tunne, and ſo pzopoztionably fo2 every leffer quan- 
tity, atſuch time as His Majeſtizs Receiver , who 1502 (hall be appointed in that behalf, thall 
require the ſame, whom His Majeſty doth authozz3e to demand and receive the ſaid dnety, 
and fo take an accompt of the ſaid Merchants oz Pmpozters of wines, to whom they diſpo- 
fed of the ſame. 

Andhts Pajeſhes further will and pleaſure ts, that atl Uintners and Retailers of wines 
within the City of London, and within th:ee miles thereof, foz all ſuch uwaines as they, ſince the 
eleventh day of Junclaſt, Have ſold, o2 ſhall ſcll in G2ofſe, o2zby Retail, (hall anſwer to2 his Ma- 
jelties uſe, to ſuch asare o2 ſhall be appotntedtherunto, the ſaid fo2ty ſhillings per Tun, © ſo p20- 
po2tionably foz every leſſer quantity: Andko2 the due payment thereof, 11s MWazeſty doth autho- 
rize ſuch perſons as he hath o2 thall under his great Deal of England, aſſign to receive the ſaid 
duty, and their Deputies to makeſcarch in all Houſes, Uauits, Cellers, and other places where 
any wines impozted, bought o2 ſold, (hall be,o2 ſhall be ſuſpected tobe, which ought to pay the 
ſaid duty. And whereas divers Uintners of London, and Weltminiter, and other Retailers of 
Wines in the Realme of England and Dominton of Wales, Have uſcd of late to utter their Wines 
in2Bottles, and other unſizedand unlawfull meaſures,and at erceſſive rates; His Majeſties will 
and Pleaſureis, that from hencefozthno ſozt of wines ſhall beſold in any houſe 02 other place 
whatſoever,in Bottles,02 other unſizedo2 unlawfull meaſures,but only by the due and lawfull 
meaſure appointed fo2 wines, andatno greater ratesthen are 02 ſhall be hereafter allowed 
and ſet fo2 the pzizes of wines yeerly,acco2ding tothe Laws and Statutes of the Realm. And 
fo2themoze equallballancing and regulating the ſaid Trade of vines thozowout the whole 
Kingdome, andthe pzevention ofall frauds andabules therein, either in quality oz quantity, 
his Majeſty doth expect that all Merchants, and other Retailers of wines in all other his 
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Majeſties Pozts, Cities, Bozoughs, Towns, and places whatſoever within the Realm of 
England, Dominion of Walcs, Pozt and Town of Barwick, do and ſhall confozm theniſelves 
inall things tothe ozder, rule and government of the Merchants and Uintners of London. And 
his Majeſtie doth further declare his pleaſure to be, That no wines Which (hall be ſold in groſſe 
in London, 92 Within th:ce mites thereof, ſhall Hereafter be dzaWwn o2 taken out of any 
Cellers, Uaults, udarchouſes, oz other places, by any Po2ters, Carmen, Coopers, o2 any 
others,then by thePozters# perſons therunto autho2t3edby the ſardCompany of theUintners 
of London, upon pain of his Majeſties high diſpleaſure,andof ſuch penaltiesas may beinflicted 
upon them. And whereas his Majeſty 151infozmed, that foz want of due regulation of Trade 
amonglt Merchants and others, trading to 5pain, and the Oominions thereof, the pzizes of 
the vu9ines and fruits there are much enhaunced,and his £2azclties Subjects, and their Ships, 
and Goods are oftentimes taken by Py:ats, and erpoſcd to many dangers, though want of 
Conſo:tſhip at Sca, his Majeſty intendingrefo2mation therein, hatiz inveſted the Berchants 
of London trading to Spain, Fthe Donunions therof, with power to lciect yeerly nine Derchants 
a'1nanatft them, foz the well 92derig and governinent of cyeir Zrapve vet!) at home tin forrain 
parts, and foz the appointing of ShipsTrom tune to time. W32refo:£ 15 Yazelie doth hereby 
declare H1sRoyall will and pleaſure tobe, and doth lkraitiy charge aiwconmand, that all his 
Subjects, Merchants of London trading to Spain, and the Doimmions thereof, dofrom hence- 
fo:th confozm themſelves toall ſuch reaſonable and lawfull o2ders, as by the ſaidnine ſelected 
Merchants, o2 the greater part of them, ſhall from time to time be made, fo2 the advancing of 
Trade into thoſe parts, with better regulationand ſafety : And this, as well under the penal- 

ties thereby to be p2ovided, as of his Majeſties biſplealure, and ſuch puriſhinents as ſhall be 

meet foz their contempts. And whereas his M3jellte hath lately granted to the Company of 
Untnersof London, the diſpoſing and contracting foz all wine Licences, within the Kingdome 

of England, and Donunion of Wales, any Town of Barwick ; and b:ing info:med that divers 

Untners and Retaylers of Winesare in Arrear, both in the payment of their fines and rents 

due to his Majcltie, whereby their Licences are become void ; H1s Yajelties will and pleaſure 

1s, Thatif luchas bein Arrear (hall not pay their ſeverall Arrcarages b:foze the firſt day of 

November nert, then it ſhall be lawfull foz the ſaid Company of Utatners to diſpcſe of their Li- 

cences to Whom they (hall think fit. Aad his Majeltie doth further require, authoz3e and com- 

mand, as well all Juſtices of Pcace, Mayoz2s, Sheriffs, Zayliffs, Conſtables, Hearbozoughs, 

and other his Officers and Minilters, as all his Cuſtomers, Controllers, Farmers of his Cu- 

ſtomes, Durveyozs, Dearchers, Waiters, and other the Officers of all and every his Pozts, 

and the members thereof, that they, and every of them, im their ſeverall Offices and Places 

reſpectively,take care that his Pajeſties royall will and pleaſure herein declared be from time 

to time duly obſerved, upon pain of his Majeſties High diſpleaſuce, and the penalties toenſuc 

therupon.
